Washington. April 3.— The secretary 
of state has received from the secretary 
Ot tht navy a telegram addreesed to 
him by Rear Admiral Kauti relative 
to Samoan matters. It ia date4 New* 
castle, N. s w., March SO. lIH, and 
reads as follows: 

"Mataata people obeyed orders to 
leave fovemment reservation. Since 
then have become aggressive, killing 
Private Holloway and three British 
l^lors. Our man killed was guarding 
^ ASMTi^an consulate; German consul 
gepier^ tsfaed. incendiary proclamation 
Slaying th|it my proclamation iras on- 
true and he should uphold provisional 
government. The British fortes act in 
co^icert with the United States, shell- 
ing rebels where they can iQie reached.". 

A copy of this dispatch was sent to 

the German ambassador.

London. April 3.— The Times, in an 
editorial on thP Samoan controverey. 
says: "We do not suppose that Eng- 
land will otter an objection to the joint 
commission jproposal. Although Admi- 
ral Kauts's downright fashion of say- 
ing what he means is ill adapted to 
soothe tb^ susceptibilities of others, bis 
dispatch has the merit of raising a di- 
rect Issue. Probably, ^be best way of 
securing a mpdus vivend^ would be a 
general ehange in personnel until a 
more permanent arrangement can be 
made."

— Rear Admiral 
Chiu-lea , C. Carieoter,, United Sutes 
navy, retired, committed suicide at a 

sanitarium in the suburbs. The admi- 
ral had been in ill health for some 
time. 

Charles C. Carpenter was born In 
Greenfleld,. Mass.. Ftob. 27. 18S4. He 

was appointed a midshipman from thi:; 
State Oct. 1, 1850. He served valiantly 
throtighottt the civil war and was re- 
tired in 1896, after 46 years of continu- 
ous and honorable service. During the 
Spanish war he was recalled from bis 
retirement to act as commandant of 
the Portsmouth navy yard In place of 
Commodore Remy, who bad hoisted 
bis flag on the receiving ship Lancas- 
Ur at Key West

Factions Strive For Control of 
Municipal Machinery.

Cincinnati. April 3.— Whiio the niu- 
Dicipal elections in Ohio are for local 
offices, yet they have strong bearings 
on state and national politics, and al?o 
on factional interests in both parties. 

The municipal machinery will have 
great influence in the selection of del- 
gates to the state conventions to be 
held next month or later, -and the can- 
didates for the gubernatorial and other 
state nominations are conducting ag- 
gressive canvasses now in connection 
with these municipal elections. 

The bearing on national politics is 
seen in Senator Foraker's presence and 
interest in the course of events, If ;i 
Republican governor should be elected 
next November who is unfriendly to 
the senior Ohio senator, that governor 
would no doubt be at the head of the 
state ticket for his session term two 
years hence, when members of the leg- 
islature are elected to choose the suc- 
cessor to Foraker. And the friends of 
the national administration want a 
solid Ohio delegation to the national 
Republicap convention a year hence. 

The Republican candidate for mayor 
of Cleveland, jthe home of Senator Han- 
na, is Robert McKisaon. who was the 
fusion candidate before the legislature 
In January of last year for senator 
against Senator >la:ina It" is stated 
throughout tbe state that McKisson is 
mnnlqg.for a third term not for, the 
mayoralty alone, but also for the pur- 
pose of opposing President McKlnley. 
Senator Hanna :ii;il dthfis in tin- Ohio 
State conventions this year and next 
year, and of controlling the four dele- 
gates from the Cleveland districts, and 
if possible other delegates to the na 
tional convention next year.

New York, April 3.— Justice Ceott, in 
tbe supreme court, released Mra. Fayue 
Strahan Moore on her own recognis- 
ance on the charge of larceny of silver- 
ware from the Waldorf Astoria. This 
action was taken on the application of 
tbe district attorney. Mrs. Moore had 
been previously released on the Indict- 
ment charging her with extortion. She 
was under 11,000 bail on the larceny 
charge, but the hotel propiietor having 
recovered all the silverware exhibite 
no inclination to prosa the cnarge. 
This ends a series of protracted efforts 
to obtain Mrs. Moore's release. She 
was not tried on the extortion charge, 
on account of tbe .absence of Martin 
Mabon, the complaining witness. For 
"badgering" Mahon Mrs. Moore's bus- 
band Is now serving his term in Sina 
Sing prison.

New Orleans, April 3.— .\dvices from 
Bluefields, Nicaragua, under dale of 
March 25, tell of the wholesome effect 
of the determined stand taken by this 
government in the protection of its cit- 
izens abroad on the petty dictator 
Gencial To-.ies. now in c-or.trcl of th 
coast. He has been arrcstin:4 hundreds 
of natives for alleged participation In 
tbe Reyes revolution, and when asked 
why he did not arrest some Americans 
who were supposed to have taken a 
leading part, said: "I would iiKe to 
very much, but Honduras tried that 
sort of thing, and managed to get into 
serious trouble."

Hostilities have been limited to an 
occasional exchange of shots between 
the insurgents and the troops forming 
the lines of Generalt, l>awton and Hall, 
extending from tbe water works to La 
Lonia. But this shooting has been Just 
active enough to make the lives of the 
soldiers a burden and to compel the 
officers to sleep in trenches, clothed 
and In readiness to repel possible at- 
tacks. 

Most of the Americans are becoming 

convinced that the backbone of the Ih* 
surgent opposition is brfiken. There 
are numerous rumors point iug to an 
early collapse of the Insnn ( ; lion. Ony 
of these is that General f lo de; Pil«r. 
the bett f gkter among the FlliplM ofll* 

cers. will desert Aguinnldo and (IVt 
his support to the Americ.ms. 

The Spaniards, reasoning from their 
experience of tbe natives, refuse to be- 
lieve that tlM rebellion is anywhere - 
near put down. They declare that the 
Filipinos will not take their defeat at 
Malolos. with the loss of the lity and 
tbe removal of their so-called govern- 
ment, seriously to heart. On tha con- 
trary, the Spaniards predict that the 
insurgents will hover near the Ameri- 
can lines, bothering them as much aa 
possible, and when attacked in force 
dissolve, only to reappear at other 
potn^.. Tl^ls sprt of tactics, the ^an- 
iarw lay', will be followed until the wet 
season compels the Americana to be 
boused in barracks, and then the Fili- 
piaos will return and reoccupy such 
towns as the United States troops do 
not tutlmk. wl^ •tho BiM dfir Ma> 
son a repetition of the operatlOBi will 
begin. 

A priest and two members of the sn- 
called Filipino congress, who hid them- 
selves in the wooda during the fight- 
ing which preceded the capture of Mal- 
olos. returned there and declared that 
2,000 of the Filipino soldiers wore anx- 
ious to give up flgbting, and would do 
so but for their officers, who keep them 
under i^fttm. 

The whole country between Malolos 
and Caloocan is now full of friendless 
women, children and old people, who 
are returning to their homes tarrying 
white flacs. The Apier leans are trying 
to gain tte confidence of the InhaMt- 

ants by proving to them that If they 
will return and attend to their ordinarv 
worli. pt'iicefully. no harm will befall 
tbem. Two thousand women and chil- 
dren, with a sprinkling of nnaniMd 
men. supposed to be warriors, came to 
the outskirts of Malolos on the seaside 
of till city, and afterward sneaked 
away, carrying aJl the goods they could.

Tiiese had won the admiration of soorea 
of people that looked at them, and $700 
iiail hi'en ofTered for them. They were 
exhibited to Mr. Baker, and he promptly 
bid lUOO, it being a private sale.
